MILITARY GOVERNOR 


Of Santiago Before a United 
States Senate Com­ 
mittee. 


WORK OF GENERAL WOOD 


B rie f O u tlin e o f Hl» M»h1c a fG o v e m - 
in# th e C ab an s—None b u t N atives 
G iven Office— W ill Be Neceseary to 
H ave F ifty T housand Troops In th e 
Islan d F o r Some Tim e. 


Washington, Jan. 19.—General Leon­ 
ard Wood, military commander of San­ 
tiago, was before the senate committee 
on military affairs yesterday. 
He gave 
detailed account of his operations in 
the province and in the city of Santiago, 
and also gave his estimate of the mili­ 
tary force necessary to maintain order in 
the Islands. 
On the latter point he ex­ 
pressed the opinion that for some time 
the 7,600 men now in th<» province of 
Santiago should Is» continued, but that 
after a time 6,000 w>*uld be sufficient for 
the service. 
He considerisi, however, 
that a military force would be nee* ssary 
to the maintenance of order for some 
years. 
This remark applied to the is­ 
land as a whole. 
He thought 50,000 
troops should L* stationed throughout 
Cuba. 
W ith proper preeaut ton and tact 
he did not antioijjate tr<»able, and l*e- 
lieved tie insurgent forces would rapid­ 
ly disint> grate. 
O utlining his mode of governiti;: the 
province, he siiid ho had nut-io n>> ap­ 
pointm ents to office except u p us tin ree. 
om m endatious of < ’aban.s. He had shown 
absolute trust in th»ui in til m atters, 
going am ong them un irm odand h nving 
the book» of th<- ad m inistrata in open to 
their inspection.

General Wood said he encouraged the 
people of the towns t >e*tab i»h *•■■ lfg->v- 
erum ent and he lues been »<p>cialiy 
zealous in having them select :h*-tr 1- *»al 
ffi<-ers, o p !» schools, cstabiisli courts, 
build r>mda, etc., and in oaves w here 
they did not have the m »uey for those 
pnrp>o*s he had aided them by net iking 
contribution, from the general fund.

Hons Were for* srd.-d to H avana and 
never came back, only 16 per o-nt of the 
rev* no« being dev« »ted to local uses. He 
had f..und the people especially j. alous 
>f their rights. 
The n w u t public m eet­ 
ings and protests against sending th«»ir 
revenue» to Havana was due to this 
feeling. 
Replying to a question from S oiatur 
Hawley b** said the people were anxious 
for the »operation of churc h and state» in 
educational 
m atters, and 
that 
they 
seemed to w ant to be like the Americans 
In this as well as in other respects. 
Speaking of Santiago city he said the 
collections, m ainly from customs, have 
been sufficient to pay all legitim ate ex­ 
penses and leave a balance of $2; 10,000, 
w hich he m eant t< > devote to cleaning 
out the harbor. 
T his harbor, he said, 
had an accum ulation of 10 foot of filth 
and w ith this removed he believed the 
city would be as healthful as any A m er­ 
ican city.

Adjutant General Corbin re­ 
turned early last evening from his trip 
to Now York, w here he went to w itness 
the d«*partore of the transport G rant for 
M anila, and came to the w ar depart­ 
m ent about 
8:30 o’clock. 
He then 
signed the formal order prom ulgating 
the detail fear the court. 
A djutant G eneral Corbin refuse«! to 
make am statement regarding the form 
of th e charges and specifications to be 
brought against G eneral Eagan to say 
when they would be published.

a detailed account of his operation* in 
the province and In the city of Santiago 
and alan gave his est imate of the mi Ii 
tory force necessary to maintain order in 
the islands. On the latter point he ex 
pressed tho opinion that for some time 
the 7,500 men now in the province of 
Santiago should bo continued, hut that 
after a time 6 ,COO would bo sufficient for 
the service. 
He considered, however 
that a military force would bt* Beet amay 
to the maintenance of order for some 
years. This remark applied to the is- 
laud as a whole.

Havana, Jan. 19.—El Diario De La 
Mariano, La Luoha, El Pals and La Dis­ 
cussion, as well as other papers less 
fluent tai, indulge In editorial criticisms 
of the United States administration, as­ 
serting that it tends to anarchy. They 
declare that each provincial governor 
and each garrison commander is a mili- 
tarp dictator, acting independently of 
the governor general and exercising ad­ 
ministrative, legislative, judicial and 
even ecclesiastical functions. As a re­ 
sult of this system, as these pap*th re­ 
gard it, there is no uniformity of action 
in details and no general code of admin­ 
istration for the various localities. 
On the attention of Governor General 
Brooke being called yesterday to an edi­ 
torial along these lines in La Luoha, he 
replied that the criticism was unfound­ 
ed, as it was quite untrue that there 
was no uniformity of action. 
"Exactly 
the reverse is the fact,” said the gov­ 
ernor general. "The same general pol­ 
icy is observed by the military adminis­ 
tration in all parts of the island.” 
Notwithstanding the efforts of the 
camp authorities to prevent the troops 
from drink there are many cases of 
drunkenness in the Seventh army corps 
every day.
